1. That the Militia of the ſeveral Cities and Coun-

approved themſelves faithful to the Intereſt thereot. 

2. That ſuch faithfull perſons, who have been ejected 
our of places of Truſt, Military or Civil, or have for 
Conſcience ſake been neceſsitated co quit their em- 
ployments,may be ſpeedily invited and reſtored totheir 
former capacities z and that none for the future may be 
imployed in any place, from the higheſt co che loweſt, 
bar ſuch who have ( without declenſion) manifeſted 
their good affetion to the Common-wealth, 

3.T hat care may be taken that the perſoas intruſted 
with the Legiſlative power, may not be perperuated, 
but that all perſons within this Common-wealch may 
taſte of ſubjeAion, as well as rule, and in arder there- 
unto, that in convenient time proviſion may be made 
for an equal! diſtribution of Elections in the Repreſen- 
tatives of this Common-wealth, with ſuch due qualifi- 
cations of the Elecors and Elected,as may conſiſt with 
the Intereſt chereof. 

4. That the Liberty of all perſons within this Com- 
mon-wealth may be ſo tendred, that neither their per- 
ſons may be impriſoned , nor their goods touched, 
without the breach of ſome known Law, and due pro- 
ſecution accordingly,and that ſuch Miniſters of Juſtice, 
Jaylors and others may be proceeded againſt and re- 
moved, who have aed contrary hereunto. 

5. That what Monies are, or ſhall be levyed upon 
the people for the ſervice of the Common-wealch,may 
not be diverted to any other purpoſe whatſoever; that . 
the great ſumms of Money, proportions of Lands, and 
places of Advantages that have been granted to, or 
conferred upon any oy the Broad Seal, or otherwiſe ,

deration,and that the chargeable Office and Officers of 
the Exchequer, ( as-to receipts aud payments.) may be 
reduced and regulated, as being calculated more for the
